7 extract of fermentating yeast.

2 th e p r ec edin g c laims claim 1 wherein the mixing ratio of ammonia 
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3 and lactic acid is between 1 : 1 and 1 : 50 with respect to their

2 th e p r ec edin g c laims claim 1 wherein the mixing ratio of acetic 

3 acid and lactic acid is between 1 : 1 and 1 : 100 with respect to

3 fragrances, preservatives, diluting agents.

2 comprises components a, b, c and d, wherein components a, b, c 

3 and/or d are located in separated containers or vials.

2 comprises means for controlled release of conqponents a, b, c and/or 
3d. 

1 24. (currently eunended) A method of attracting bl oe d 

2 su c kin g blood- sucking arthropods and/or fruit flies comprising the 

3 step of exposing the environment with an evaporated composition of 

4 any o ne o f th e p r ece din g c laims claim 1 , which composition is 

5 effective to attract bl oo d su c king blood- sucking arthropods and/or 

6 fruit flies. 
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
